Residents of this area, and businessmen in parti¬ 
cular, would be quite happy if the CPR would deign 
to once again carry the mails by rail. 

Last week’s unhappy experience of two days 
without mail forcibly drove home the point that mail 
service by truck isn’t going to be too reliable. When¬ 
ever it rains, you can figure the mail truck is going 
to be late an hour or two. Winter is approaching with 
its inevitable drifted roads and tough driving condi¬ 
tions—what’s going to happen then? 

The towns on the Aldersyde line have just as 
much right to a reliable mail service as the larger 
towns or cities. Can you imagine the uproar that 
would be created in Calgary if, in the middle of a 
business week, there was no mail delivery for two 
days? 

Express trucks and private cars were getting 
through from Calgary hours before the mail truck 
put in its belated appearance Thursday evening— 
which makes it reasonable to assume that the truck¬ 
ing company responsible for carrying the mails was 
not putting forth its best effort. 

We’d like to put in a plug here for Postmaster 
Jack Price and his staff. Only one member of the staff 
was due for duty Thui-sday night, but all voluntarily 
returned to the office and tackled the two-day accu¬ 
mulation of incoming mail in ord^r that there would 
be no further delay.

HELP WANTED 


How good is our Alberta wheat this year? 

It is true we have a high yield—the Alberta crop 
will hit 130,000,000 bushels. 

But the real test is protein content. And the 
first reports of protein content makes proud Alberta 
look down its nose. 

Though not much 1955 wheat has got into the 
milling stream this year to date, preliminary figures 
state that Manitoba’s new crop is running 13.6 per 
cent protein, Saskatchewan’s 13.4 per cent, while 
Alberta is lagging behind with 12.9 per cent. 

The Plains area of South Alberta usually pro¬ 
duces the highest protein wheat in this Province. We 
have heard of a couple of tests of wheat from that 
area running up to 14 per cent. But some go down 
to 12. 

Western Canada is in a wheat selling squeeze. 
Our ability to sell our wheat depends upon the demand 
for it, and the demand depends upon what millers 
here and abroad think of our protein content. 

In the past when the country was new and tha 
soil rich in fertility, Western Canada's wheat sold 
almost automatically because it was high in protein. 
Now the buyers are getting choosy, and with a tre¬ 
mendous surplus of wheat on the North American 
continent they’re doubly so. 

This week we talked to Albert Cruse who is Com¬ 
missioner of Agriculture in the State of Montana. That 
position is similar to Alberta’s ministry of agriculture. 
He said that he believed that Montana has the best 
wheat grading and selling system in the United States. 
Every load of wheat going into a Montana elevator 
is tested for protein content. Every farmer knows 
what he's raising. Millers know where to go to buy 
high protein wheat. Montana wheat going by carload 
to the big Minneapolis milling market sells on a sample 
basis which the miller knows before he buys. As Mr. 
Cruse said, Montana is more interested in quality than 
in the number of bushels, and as a result Montana 
has no wheat selling problem. Each crop moves out 
and finds a ready market in Uncle Sam's domestic 
mills. Much of Montana's crop this year is testing 14 
per cent protein, and some goes as high as 17 per 
cent.
